TO HOLD CHEST CLINIC DURING 
JULY . 


A chest clinic will be held during 
this month in Crawford county. The 
‘generous purchase of tuberculosis 
Christmas seals last summer by resi- 
dents of the county make it possible 
for the Michigan. Tuberculosis As- 
sociation to conduct again this sum- 
mer a clinic for the people of the 
county who wisk to avail themselves 
of a chest examination. 

Tuberculosis is the most devastat- 
ing ef all disease=. It takes its great- 
est toll between the ages of 25 and 
35. During school years the infection 
is usually implanted into the body to 
break out into disease just in the 
prime of life, and at the ages one is 
struggling to make headway. Very, 
very often it takes the breadwinner 
from the circumstances. Tubercu- 
losis takes more liveg than all the 
storms, and all the earthquakes; and 
even. all the wars. It works so quiet- 
ly and so stealthily and so insidiously 
that it does not attract our attention 
as do great losses of life at one time 
and in one location. Storms and 
earthquakes canrot be prevented, but 
tuberculosis cun be prevented. 

Last year 8,039 Michigan 
women and children died. Someone 
in our state dies every, twelve and 
one-half minutes from this disease. 
There are today 27,915 known living 
cases of tuberculosis in the state of 
Michigan. 

In Crawford county the last official 
Statistics show that there were 14 
known living cases and that 2 people 


men, 


have died from this disease during 
the year. 
All those who have come in con- 


tact with a case of tuberculosis or 
where there has been a death are par- 
ticularly urged to attend this clinic. 
The symptoms of tuberculosis are 4 
persistent cough, a continued tired 
feeling, loss of weight, and an after- 
noon fever. Children under 16 years 
of age should be accompanied by the 
father or mother. 

As soon ‘as local arrangements 
have been completed the dates of the 
elinic will) be announced.

examination reveals that evidently 
this wonderful collection of furniture 
waa but odds and ends and unsalable 
pieces picked up from second-hand 
stores by ‘these fly-by-night fakers.

As 
usual the stock must be closed out to 
salisfy creditors within a few days, 
regardless of coat, On the windows 
appeared glaring announcements of 
big bargaina. Ak 
though represented 
as a legitimate sale, 
it had the earmarks 
of an auction by 


Messrs. Catch ‘em and Skin ‘em. 

An Investigation of the store made 
six months later disclosed that its 
stock was then larger than the day it 
announced the auction. Its sales in 
the interim had exceeded $600,000. 
The facts are that two trucks had 
backed up to the rear of the store 
nightly and unloaded new merchan- 
dise, principally odd lines and job lots 
picked up here and there at a bargain. 
Under the guise of a legitimate auc- 
tion, or private aale at auction prices, 
fourteen times as much furniture was 
sold fn the six months ae the store 
contained at the time of the failure. 
Comparison of sale prices disclosed 
that victims were persuaded to buy 
Uberally on the assurance they were 
getting sacrifice prices, when as a mat- 
ter of fact they were actually paying 
from five to 25 per cent more than re- 
Nable stores were charging for better 
goods 

Fake auctions and private sales are 
used not only for furniture but also in 
the sale of jewelry and other merchan- 
dise. The lesson which thie story 
teaches {a that there is nothing to be 
gained:by patronizing such sales. On 
the other hand, there is a better than 
60-50 chance of sustaining a loss. 

Not al) auctions are fraudulent, for 
some are condicted fairly and honest. 
ly, but before you draw your savings 
trom the bank and spend theni for auo- 
ton goode it will pay you to get the 
facts. For your own protection make 
it an unbreakable rule ta confine your 
expenditures and investments to re 
Hable firms and individuals.

Tdkewise, he bas other reasons. for not 
traveling under his own name, Though 
he may have fallen from grace, he has 
qualms about using a family name 
that heretofore has not been dragged 
in the mud. He does not care for him- 
self, but he does not want to bring 
disgrace. on his futher and mother, 
who are poor but respectable. Why 
drag them into his troubles? 

“fle decides to take ‘a name, and 
while he is a criminal that name will 
suffice for his purpose. If he is caught 
no one will dssoctate John Doe with 
John Smith. We will be arrested as 
John Doe, tried as John Doe and, if 
convicted and sentenced, he will go to 
the pen as John Doe, and no great 
harm will be done to anyone except to 
himself. 
: Sure to Find Him Out, 

“He does not pause to consider that 
no matter how artfully he may try to 
conceal his real Identity, the police 
will find him out. They will investi- 
gate his past, and when they once be- 
gin such an Investigation they will be 
pretty sure to dig up a lot of knowl- 
edge concerning himself and his ante 
eedents, - 


“after being in the game a while the | 


erook finds that having only one alias 
is insufficient. He discovers the name 
he has been using is becoming entirely 
too familtar—especially to his eneniles, 
the cops. If you are a crook, It does 
not pay to advertise; accordingly, he 
assumes another name and Iays aside 
the first alias until people begin to for- 
get it.

must follow the custom and have a 
name, he must have one. Therefore he 
carries in his head severa! aliases, any 
oue of which he may assume at a mo- 
ment's notice. These names mean & 
lot to him. Some of them recall pleas- 
ant mematies; others recall scenes 
that he would much prefer to forget, 
He remembers what Shakespeare said 
about calling arose by. any other name 
and tt would. smell as sweet. T 
he would.like to believe this, he knows 


the. cops -have a jong memory for’ 


names. No matter how frequently he 
changes-his name, the cops seem to be 
able to discover him and drag. him 
from obscurity.” |
